er wreck. Brady also declared that as 
far as he knew none of the officers at 
any time showed signs of intoxication. 
There are fifteen witnesses yet to be 
examined before the inquiry Begun by 
the Inspectors In this city Saturday is 
completed. Bolles and Bulger said It 
was hoped that 
a.11 the 
testimony 


would be In by afternoon so that they 
could return to San Francisco tonight. 


Brady said that when the captain 


first was asked to take the passengers 
ashore the sea was as "calm as an 
Eastern mill pond'." He declared that 
the officers appeared to be uncertain 
as to what'to do. Asked If he "got 
wet all over when taken ashore In the 
breeches buoy," Brady answered: "Oh, 
no. Just frjom my'neck down." 


•SEASONABLE DAMAGES. 


Brady ad'ded, In response to a ques- 
tion concerning suits for damages, 
which the survivors were oald to be 
planning against the company, that he

Later, however, she was given 
a small flask. Mra. Follows said the 
sea was so smooth In the forenoon that 
she could have rowed ashore had she 
had a rowboat. 


Mrs. Cora Varley, of Oakland, was 


on a lift raft which capsized. Shei was 
swept under the waves four times, she 
said, and 
then lost consciousness, 


knowing no more until she was re- 
vived by physicians ashore.

the twenty-one victims of the explosion 
in the shaft. of the Cascade Coal and 
Coke 
Company at 
Sykesville 
-were 


brought to the surface today. The large 
crowd dispersed and" there was no ex- 
citement about the mouth of the pit. 
The bodies were not burned and it is 
quite evident that they died as "the re- 
sult of attar-damp. 


G. A. Burrell, the chemist with the 


bureau of mines car from Pittsburg, took 
a quantity of blood from the body,, of 
each victim and. will, analyze it for the 
purpose of determining the number of 
killed-by the explosion and the number 
meeting death by after-damp. 
-^All of the dead, but three, are foreign- 
ers. 
Tha explosion was slight, as i evi- 


denced .by the small damage done in the 
mine, but the deadly -damp is responsible 
for most, of the fatalities. " 


Three sets of brothers ^and a father and 


son are numbered among the,- dead. 
George and John Heek and Nick Pave- 
lick and his IJi-year-old son were found 
by the rescuers'- locked in each others' 
arms, ."as though they had umbraced in 
their dying moments. '.None of the bodies 
were '.mutilated and but few .-showed 
bums. Eleven' of tha men/ia one head- 
ing had apparently made, ready to escape, 
for they carried their, dinner pails and 
ware headed for tha opening. 


RESCUE WORK DELAYED. 


The-first intimation of the explosion at 


the surface was when the safety'door on 


the fan blew open and the machinery be- 
gan to run wild, but-it was' almost mid- 
night- before rescuers 
could *nter the 


mine. It took some.time to get to the 
scene of the accident, a mile and a halt 
fitom the opening;, because the rescuers 
were obliged to carry oxygen with them. 


: All but four of the bodies were brought 
to the foot of the shaft today, but they 
were kept there .until ail ,mre recovered 
Four bodies were burled l»eneath a cave- 
in In a heading and - were' not recovered 
until late. 


; The State police from Punxsutawney 


were, called to guard the vlUnlty of tha 
shaft and when the bodies were brought 
out there was little distress or excite-

CAUSE IS NOT KNOWN. 


; Neither mine officials nor. mine ..inspect- 
ors are able' to assign cause for the ex- 
plosion, as there are no survivors .from 
which to gain an explanation, but it is 
the general belief that some of the men 
drilled into a pocket of gas. The shaft 
is known as a non-gaseous one, and Fire 
Boss John Brown reports he was through 
the heading where the explosion occurred 
only an hour before and found no trace 
of 
fias. 


: Six men working in another heading of 
the mine at the time of 
th« accident 


knew nothing of tha explosion until the 
compressed air drills stopped. They real- 
ized something had happened, but did not 
know the nature of it until they met a 
party of rescuers coming for them.

contemporaries, that they must magnify.out of all projiortion, the 
slightest earthquake shock out on the.Pacific Coast. They.'make a- 
sensational story out of little tremors which do no harm^atteV oc-. 
casion'no alarm. But -we are sorry to say that some newspapers-in 
California are addicted to the same habit. .In their desire to.give 
their readers something sensational to .read, and-.marvel;over,'they 
print flaming accounts of trifling and_ inconsequential;' occurrences 
in such a way as to carry abroad the most ab'surd'and-.mi'schievbns 
impressions.

But certain eastern journals find earthquake.shocks in-California 


a most inviting theme for sensational faking. The destructive tor- 
nadoes which spread ruin and death in their own section are treated 
as a matter of course, as ordinary events. The torrid heat which 
makes their summers unendurable aftd the ice and blizzards .which 
make their winters a period of suffering are regarded as inevitable 
and unworthy of consideration from the news standpoint; they are 
incidental to a .climate that goes to extremes and brings death and 
calamity periodically to every door. So the journalistic eye is cast 
abroad for material for sensation; it brightens with'delight every 
time there is a seismic disturbance in this State. 


For instance, the last little temblor came in for scareheads and. 


wild-eyed dispatches in the eastern press. Yet there was no injury 
whatever to person or property; no disturbance of business activi- 
ties. Five minutes after everybody was going.about as if nothing 
had happened and nothing had happened but a slight jar that 
harmed nobody.

Yet the Chicago Record-Herald printed a sensational dispatch a 


column long ostensibly about this little seismic shock, but in reality 
a rehash of the sensational and exaggerated stories which were sent 
out after the temblor of April 18, 1906. A careless reader would 
think, from perusing this dispatch, that widespread ruin' had resulte'd 
from the trifling shock last felt in this region. Everything appeared 
to be tumbling down out here to the Record-Herald; the people 
were in a panic, business suspended, and damage visible on every 
side. All because the tremor was utilized as a pretext for retelling 
in a sensational way the story of the disaster of five years ago. 


On the same day the Record-Herald printed 'this story twenty- 


two persons died in Chicago from sunstroke. This summer more 
people were killed in Chicago by excessive heat than have been 
•killed by earthquake in California since its first settlement. 
San 


Francisco was nearly destroyed "oy fire as , a consequence of, earth- 
quake, but Chicago was burned, down because a cow kicked oy.er a 
coal oil lamp. The cow did to Chicago just what the earthquake 
did to San Francisco. 
'• 


But the Chicago newspapers find it convenient to ignore the 


horrors at home while they chill the blood and raise the hair with 
wild yarns about, events out in California. Nevertheless life is 
safer here than anywhere else on the globe; the climate is milder 
and more agreeable than elsewhere, and the danger from earthquake 
far more'remote than the peril from tornadoes and blizzards in-the 
Middle States. People out here "do not die of heat and sunstroke; 
they do not freeze in winter nor suffer the hardships incident to the 
extremes of tgrridity in summer and bleak cold in winter. But be- 
cause the conditions of life are so pleasant out here sensational news- 
mongers abroad must try to make their readers believe that we dwell 
'amid-dangers and are constantly threatened .by the mysterious •-.ter- 
rors of earthquake.

to a bureau recently organized In New 
York by a number of college clubs. The 
object Is to find employment that will be 
suitable for the woman graduate. 


It is intended to ascertain whether the 


field of activities for highly educated wo- 
men cannot be enlarged. It particularly 
is desired to- offer her opportunities aside 
from teaching—the eternal refuge of the 
self-supporting woman possessing colleg- 
iate training. 
There has been a disposition to contract 
rather than, expand, the number of occu- 
pations in which women are employed. 
For instance: Several large railroads have 
replaced' women stenographers with men. 
The explanation of the' managerial pol- 
icy is simple, yet significant.

Lombroso never realized the looseness 


of the methods with which he used the 
Infirmity of much of what he accepted 
as evidence and the prodigious difficulty 
of some of the questions which he solved 
in an offhand fashion. 
Yet Lombrooo 


did wprk of which investigators using 
finer instruments might have been In- 
capable. 
We all • know 
that 
under 


"crime" are lumped together all sorts 
of conduct, bad and venal. We know, 
too, that Lombroso 'gave . exaggerated 
importance to .the data, very imperfect, 
which he collected as to craniometry and 
anthropometry. 
(Even as modified 
in 


later editions of his chief 
work, 
his 


teaching was crude and lop-sided. The 
individual criminal must 
be 
studied 


closely, It is now admitted, so as to as- 


certain whether he Is not, aa he often 
is, the victim of circumstances, a by- 
product of disease and evil environment. 
He Is sometimes, though perhaps more 
rarely than is supposed, not entirely 
sane; but even when his mind Is un- 
hinged he may be susceptible to the In- 
fluence of certain kinds of punishment. 
Very often his crime is the outcome of 
unrestrained temper long persevered in; 
constant obsession as to self; tho accu- 
mulated results of "bad form" being • 
persisted In. Sometimes his is an ad- 
venturous nature run to seed; more often 
It is mean nature brought to bay. A' 
shrewd and sympathetic observer will 
discover more about him and the secret 
of his failings than any amount of meas- 
uring of his cephalic index or ,of 
the 


length of his arms.—London Times..

tor, Hev. Horace E. Beelcs. The pro- 
gram, which commenced at 8 o'clock, 
consisted of religious exercises, an ad- 
dress by Bishop Hughes.and tho. read- 
Ing of a brief history of the cJngrega- 
tion .since the church was organised 
sixty years ago. 


Into an airtight box bansath the 


cornerstone were placed all the treas- 
ures v/hich had been, rescued from the 
old ohuruh building- after it had been 
destroyed by fire in 1906, as well 'as a 
copy, of the history and oth'er church 
literature. 
Among the original relics 


found to be intact after the flre was 
a copy of The Dally Morning Call, 
dated October 15,' 1863, th.5 clay on 
which the frst church building- was 
dedicated. It was a four-page paper 
and was devoted almost entirely to 
war news, supplied by telegraph and 
letter. 


It la expected that the church' will 


ba completed early in .November &nu 
in the meantime the servioos will be 
held in the chapel in the rei.r, which 
was built In 180S. The new plans in- 
clude the construction of spacious so- 
cial halls beixeath the malri assembly 
room, and i:\ the basemant of the 
chapel a gymnasium and.baths are to 
be Installed. 
When completed the 
church will have cost over. $60,000, 
most of which waa subscribed by -the 
board 'of home missions and church 
extension.

So It is with tho' vocat teacher!' 
He 


has to study the. temperament e£ 
his 


pupils, and has to use different methods 
in cultivating, their voice, so that each 
and every one car. be distinguished by 
their voice 
(although you . cannot sea 


thorn) as, by. their faces, which you can 
look upon. 


My experience has been that pupils do 


not change from one Instructs? to an- 
other unless they find that \he instructor 
(and 
the pupils have a great deal 
fit 


common sense Is not helping- them 
to 


cultivate their voice to the best advan- 
tage. They do not ruin their voices by 
changing from ono instructor, to another. 
Just the reverse; they are preventing the 
teacher from doing that, and when they 
have gone tho "rounds" .they finally como 
to the man who "knows*' how to teach. 
The method of singing Is not altered, 
It is the method of breathing that re- 
quires altering.

Dr. Freua, who Is the leading spokes-

Church Marriage Illegal 


ALBANY, Ore., July 17.—That 
mar- 
riages contracted by foreigners In Japan 
for several: years after 1900 on the sup- 
position - that marriage was a religious 
ceremony in that' country, and not a 
legal contract, are illegal, is Indicated 
by the act of Fred D. Fisher, United 
States consul at Mukden, evidence ol 
whose marriage in Japan In 1902 has 
ieen received here for record. 
"Until 1900, because there were no civic 
laws affecting marriage in Japan, it was 
the custom for foreigners to have a re- 
ligious ceremony performed, and 
that 
fact, certified to by the American con- 
sul. 
In 1900 tho Japanese government 
passed 
&• law making marriage a civil 
contract, but this fact was not mad« 
known to foreigners for several years 
afterward. 
In the meantime some forty British 
couples, and many 
Americans, 
were 


marriedby religious ceremony, the civil 
contract not being entered into. 
The 


United States recognised marriages per- 
formed according to the laws of tha 
country in which the marriage ceremony 
takes. place, but marriages since 1900. 
which did.not comply with the new Jap- 
anese law, are said to be of questionable 
validity.

NEW-YORK, July 17.—The flglit to 


liar cholera from the port of New 
'York continued today with a federal 
expert helping the local health de- 
•partment. 
The 248 persons who ar- 


rived here two weeks ago on the 
steamer Moltke and are still under 
observation will undergo bacteriologi- 
cal examinations and a more rigid 
quarantine will be enforced at Swin- 
•burne Island, where fifteen cases of 
the disease are confined, with four 
others under suspicion. 


These cases, with the five deaths 


that have occurred since the Moltke 
brought the germ here from. Naples, 
show the reality'of the danger the 
city faces from the epidemic now.rag- 
ing in Southern Europe. While .noth- 
ing even approaching, a panic exists 
here now, the situation is receiving 
greater attention and Dr. Alvah H. 
Doty, health officer of tho port, has 
felt called on to Issue a reassuring 
statement. 


THKOUGH MOUTH. 


Dr. Doty says that cholera germs 


can be received in one way only—- 
through the mouth—and that there is 
no danger in ordinary contact with 
persons who have the disease. 
How- 


ever, Charles Bushkins, counsel for 
the complainant at the investigation of 
Doty's 
official 
conduct, now in pro- 


gress, declares 
his 
belief that the 


cholera patients now in the hospital 
caught the disease not on the steamer 
but at the Immigration.station, where 
all the passengers were detained after 
landing. 


Another death

curred at the Swinbiirn Island hospital 
during- the night, making the total six. 
The latest victim is Francis Faronder, 
uged 14. The quarantine officers, said 
today that conditions at Hoffman -IsJ^ 
and were satisfactory.

• WASHINGTON, Julys 17.—The new 
treaty of commerce and navigation be- 
tween the. United States and Japan 
went .into .operation today, replacing 
the old treaty negotiated during Sec- 
retary Gresharrvls. .administration. 


The important point of difference 


between the two..conventions is the 
omission from the-new "convention of 
the paragraph in the old relating to 
immigration, .restrictions, .which _was 
objectionable to Japan, the United 
States relying on the honor of Japan 
'to carry out the 'spirit of existing: un- 
dertakings which prevent the depart- 
ure of Japanese coolies to America. 
There is also provision for'the sub- 


stitution of the new Japanese customs 
tariff for-the existing general conven- 
tional rates. It happens that a similar 
treaty which 'Japan has i negotiated 
with France does not become effective 
until August 4,.and in conformity with 
an agreement, between 
tlie 
United 
States and Japan, the ne-w tariff rates 
will not apply to goods imported into 
Japan from America until that date.

The meeting has been called to 
sign a protest asking that the report of

levying 
5334,368.30 
against the property owners of the dis- 
trict be set aside or materially- modlnea, 
the protest to be presented this week to 
trie city council. 
It is possible that H. C. Capwell, who 
has signed the protest, will preside "over 
the mass meeting tonight. Other promi- 
nent men who have signed the protest 
are Frank C. Havens, Wickham Havens, 
Abrahamson Bros., and M. C. Chapman.. 
The movement to place a protest before 
the council was initiated by Philip Ehr- 
lich. 
All day today property owners within 
the assessment district were making calls 
at the' office o£ the '.city clerk to look 
over the report of the street commission- 
ers who fixed the tax. They allege that 
many .cases of discrimination and dis- 
proportionate assessment have.been. found 
in the report. 


TAX-RANGE WIDE. 


The tax-per front foot fixed by the 
street commissioners ranges from $2.60 
a front foot to $199 a front foot. 
The 
assessment district extends 150 feet each 
side of Jefferson street from First street 
to San Pablo, and 150 each side of San 
Pablo from Jefferson north to Thirty- 
sixth street - 
. 
The 
people far to 
the south, below 
Seventh arid Eighth streets, and far to 
the- north above Thirtieth . street, 
and 
with frontages on the .side streets only, 
ara given the lowest- assessments per 
front "foot; while those" close to ' Seven-

Pablo, where the greatest • benefit will 
accrue, are assessed the highest. . These 
people close to the place where the prop- 
erty is to be taken are given redress in 
the form of damages where property is 
taken or improvements cut and damaged:

P-ASTORS MUST BUCK 


SUNDAY COMPETITION 


"Threshing of 
Old Straw" 


Must Give Way to Vital 


Message. 


, '*No longer can a. minister preach ef- 
fectively i{ ho mokes sermons out of 
commentaries and a few musty treatises 
on theology," declared Rev. William E. 
Barton of Chicago, who Is ,to preach' the 
next two Sundays at the First Congrega- 
tional Church of this city, In addressing 
the Monday morning meeting of ministers 
jin San Francisco today. 
His topic was 


i'Tho Foolishness of Preaching," which 
he distinguished from "foolish preach- 
ing." 


Dr. Barton, who Is pastor of tho larg- 


est Congregational Church In Chicago; Is 
spending his summer vacation" in Berk- 
eley. stopping at the Hotel Shattuek. He 
Is to fill tho pulpit of .the Oakland First 
Congregational Church naxt Sunday even- 
ing, 
after preaching In Berksley In tho 


Tnorningr, and on the following Sunday will 
^preach twice In the Oakland church. 


His sermons are the most widely quot- 


ed 
of any 
delivered 
in 
the 
Chicago 


churches, and his remarks on modern p'ui- 
ptteerlng created much Interest among 
the- clergymen assembled -across the bay 
Sils morning. 


POINTS OUT DIFFERENCE. 


He said In part: 
"The Apostle Paul tells ua that the 


world Is to be saved by the 'foolishness' 
of preaching. 
This Is by no means the 


same as It would bo to affirm that the 
world or anybody In It 
Is saved 
by 


^foolish* preaching. There never has been 
. ttn ago In which it was more 'important 
to preach wisely, and perhaps none in 
which such preaching was moro 
diffi- 


cult. 


"Preaching is a far more difficult task 


than formerly. No longer can a minister 
preach effectively if he mak'ea sermons 
out of commentaries and a few mUsty 
treatises on theology. The preacher, has 
no monopoly of the sources of sermons. 
He must seek his material much more 
widely and with more of discrimination. 


."He has far more competition. 
Busi- 


ness and pleasure encroach upon Sunday. 
There is a summer vacation and a. win- 
ter vacation during which church work 
Jags. There Is a commercial spirit which 
has its menace to good citizenship as well 
as to religion. 


IS GREAT AGE. 


"But this Is a great age In which to 


live and preach. It is not true that men 
have outgrown their need or desire for 
the Gospel. 
In this ago of rising social 


conscience, of coming and surely advanc- 
ing public spirit, the message which 
comes to men as moral anil spiritual be- 
ings has a wide right of way in hu- 
.fnan life. 
"I have ceased to wonder that churches 


fleslre young ministers. People want to Hs- 
ten to men who have not lost their ideals, 
Bor their faith, in the impossible. As a 
Btadent of history I can truly say there 
never has been an age since the world 
began In which it seems to me so su- 
premely well wortli while to preach as 
tiow. 
No thrashing of old straw, Mrt a 


yital message to men and women giving 
4'nem courage, hope and Impulse, should 
characterize the preaching of today. The 
man with vision and a warm heart will 
hot lack a hearing nor fall of results."

At the 
Thursday 
afternoon session, 
Bev. Hette Douglas of Little Shasta, Cali- 
fornia, spoke of her work as a Congre- 
gational woman preacher. 
Mrs. "Wildman Murphy of. Utah spoke 
in a very Informing way of Mormonlsm. 
The Mormons are a simple-hearted' peo- 
ple, 
loving pleasure. A boy will take his 
girl and a head of cabbage and go to 
a ball, for the price of the cabbage. 
Sometimes he puts a carrot In his pocket, 
and they enjoy this simple refreshment. 


The Mount I-Iermon evaning session in 
the auditorium was a delightful one, the 
address being by Mrs. L. L. Troyer, Bap- 
tist missionary from Porto Rico, where 
she and Rev. Mr. Troyer were stationed 
for four years after Uncle Sam took the 
island. She described the poverty of the 
Porto Ricans, the little huts as bis as 
Hog Icennels, made of oil cans or other 
material. 


"Now, don't you complain because we 
have, servants!" said Mrs. Troyer. "Oh, 
we do wish we could turn them all over 
to you! But If we dlfln'.t have them, \ve 
should be despised by the lowest of the 
low and the highest of the high, and 
there would bs no 
use in 
our being 
thero. 


There is no connection between a man 
and his God in Porto Rico, Such a whirl 
of feasting and rioting as goes on before 
lent! After lent, the Porto Ricans have 
a Resurrection Ball. 
Hundreds of people In Porto HJeo never 
slept In a bed. Middleclass people lust 
have coffee for breakfast. Nobody but 
Spanish can afford to have any bread 
with the coffee. 
Middle class people have 
rice and .beans at noon, and beans and 
rice at night. The poor people; who can- 
not afford, this, live on a kind of green 
banana, 
flavored 
perhaps 
-with a tiny 
piece of codfish. 
The codfish of Porto 
Rico can be perceived quite a distance 
by its odor. 


After ten years of American occupancy, 
Porto Rico has not .a town without a 
school house. All teaching- Is In English. 
All the shurches are progressive, and one- 
tenth of the population now la said to be 
Christian. There 
are 
dozens of voune- 


men, 
17, 18, and 20 years old, in the 
churches, who can preach and hold ser- 
vices, in the absence of the'pastor. 
The 
young people are very faithful In evan 
gelistlc work.

SACRAMENTO, July 
17.—The 
high 


school cadet act, which is being urged 
by Assistant Secretary of War Oliver 
upon the governors of all the states, Js 
known as the'Beban-Crosby bill. It was 
passed by the last legislature and opro- 
vides that male students -in any high 
school in California having forty or more 
students, 14 years of age or over, may 
organize codetcompanies. 
In no cases 


shall a company of cadets consist of less 
than forty,, students. 
The cadet com- 


panies are under the guidance and con- 
trol of the principal of the schools. 


Each .company shall /have the same 


officers as a company of the state guard 
has and the officers shall be elected by 
the students belonging to the company. 
The cadets shall drill • in 
accordance 


with tha drill regulations prescribed by 
the United States regular, army; they 
shall wear uniforms similar to the Cali- 
fornia National Guard. 
. 


STATE EQUIPS COMPANIES. 


The state is te provide obsolete rifles 


for drill purposes and they 'are to bo 
purchased by the school authorities .for 
tho companies. Target practice is part 
of the company's instruction, and the 
adjutant general of the state 
rnilitia 


shall purchase and supply a • sufficient 
number . of Krag-Jorgensen . rifles ' for 
field target and target'- practice. . He 
must also provide ammunition. 


It is also provided, that the adjutant 


general shall detail national guard of- 
ficers 
to 
drill the cadet 
companies. 


Whenever practicable the cadets shall 
have use of national guard target ranges 
and the Inspectors of the national guard 
•shall Inspect the cadet companies at 
least once a year. 


Five thousand dollars • was 
appropri- 


ated to carry out the provisions of the 
act for the next two years. Already a 
large number of cadet companies have 
been formed in the state.

makes a new record In two or three 
important,particulars In the commerce 
of the United States for the 
fiscal 


year just ended. 
The Imports 
are 


lower than in any year since the rec- 
ord of Its Importation was bepun, the 
outward movement of American tin- 
plate was larger than ever before, and 
the shipment of domestic tin-plate out 
of continental United States for the 
first time exceeded the imports of 
foreign tin-plate. 
For the first time since the records 


of tin-plate were published by the bu- 
reau of statistics of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, the import of 
tin-plate will probably fall under the 
100,000,000-pound line. 
In the year 


1860, 
the first year for which figures 


of imports of this article are available, 
the Imports amounted to 182,000,000 
pounds. Increasing until the high-wa- 
ter mark of over one billion pounds 
was reached in 1891., the last year in 
which the low tariff rate of 1 per cent 
per pound was In force. 
In 1892, In. 


which year tho duty was 2 2-10 cents 
per pound, the Importation 
fell 
to 


422,000,000 pounds; increased to 628,- 
000,000 pounds in 1893; fell below the 
200,000,000 mark In 1S9S (171,000,000 
pounds);

1911. 


PRODUCTION' RECORD. 


The first record of production of 


domestic tin-plate shows a production 
of 2,250,000 pounds, for the last six 
months of 1891.

time on the production increased rap- 
idly, passing the 600,000,000 mark In

May, 1911, and receipts

fruits from 
Hawaii amounted to $1,- 


983,000 for the same period, practical- 
ly all "of which was - packed in cans 
manufactured from 
American, tin- 


plate. 
The average price of tin-plate Im- 


ported during the eleven months end- 
ed May 1911, was 3.2 cents per pound; 
of exports to foreign, countries, 3.6 
cents per pound, and to non-contig- 
uous territory, 4.4 cents per pound, 
this high price being presumably due 
to the fact that shipments to Alaska 
and Hawaii are made from. San Fran- 
cisco and Puget Sound districts on 
the Pacific Coast, where higher prices 
prevail.

3-iinta for . improving housing conditions 
In France, but his first glimpse led .him 
to think that tills city had better send to 
Paris for Instruction. 


"I Inspected several tenements In low- 


er Manhattan," h« said on his return, 
"and found the tenants paying ?10 per 
month rent per room. Many of these 
rooms aro EO dcrk that they should be 
vacated at once as unfit for human be- 
ings to live In. They are also veritable 
death traps. 


"Five hundred dollars Is the average 
earnings of unskilled laborers in New 
Tork, out of -which they have to pay 
JS180 a yetflr for their small rooms. This 
is about one-third of their total Income. 
In Paris unskilled workmen earn $450 
per year on the averase, but their rents 
are only $90 for three or four rooms. 
That Is only a fifth of their earnings. 
WQ feel in France that the rent should 
not take more than one-fifth of the earn- 
ings.
